Dr. Howard Petch, President of the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria, recently announced the ap¬ 
pointment of Mr. Halliday (Hal) Spelliscy as 
Vice President, Development and External 
Relations for the University. This is a new po¬ 
sition, and Spelliscy will be starting about No¬ 
vember 1,1989. 

“There were a large number of applications 
and several exceptionally well-qualified can¬ 
didates,” said Petch. “Mr. Spelliscy is one of 
the top fundraisers in universities in the coun¬ 
try. He was the unanimous first choice of the 
selection committee. We’re very lucky to have 
attracted him as he has extensive fundraising 


and community experience including Edmon¬ 
ton’s Commonwealth Games. He’ll be a great 
help to us in many ways. 

“The appointment of Spelliscy is another 
important step taken by the University of Vic¬ 
toria to establish a base for a major public ap¬ 
peal and follows the establishment of the 
Board of Governors’ Committee on Develop¬ 
ment and External Affairs. 

“Universities have a unique opportunity in 
B.C. to add substantially to their endowment 
funds through the government’s matching 
grant program. The establishment of this new 
position is evidence of the University of Victo¬ 


ria’s commitfnent to providing the best re¬ 
sources for post-secondary education in this 
region.” 

The new vice president will be responsible 
for fundraising, public relations, alumni rela¬ 
tions, ceremonies, and relations with the com¬ 
munity and private sector. 

Spelliscy will be leaving a position as Execu¬ 
tive Director of Development at the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta where he has worked for nearly 
four years. Previous to that, he had a long ca¬ 
reer with the Hudson’s Bay Company, leaving 
as General Manager, Alberta in 1986. 

Upon his appointment, Spelliscy said, “I 
am very pleased that I will be at the University 
of Victoria. One thing that particularly de¬ 
lights me is knowing what the Commonwealth 
Games will do for this area. Having had the 
wonderful experience as a vice president of 
the Commonwealth Games in Edmonton, I 
know how thrilling this can be for everyone. I 
can’t think of anything that has given me 
more pleasure. 

“Regarding my new duties at the University 
of Victoria, I am impressed with the spirit and 


the determination of the university people to 
reach out. 1 look forward to becoming part of 
the team that is forging strong ties with the 
community, business, industry, and the gov¬ 
ernment. The university is one of B.C.’s hid¬ 
den gems, and I hope I can be instrumental in 
making its accomplishments and contribu¬ 
tions more widely known. ’’ 

Spelliscy has been extensively involved with 
community activities. Besides his work with 
the Commonwealth Games, he has been a di¬ 
rector of Alberta Theatre Projects in Calgary; 
is currently Past President of the Senate of 
Regents of Athol Murray College of Notre 
Dame, Wilcox, Saskatchewan; a member of 
the Planning Committee, Alberta Council of 
Hospitals; and a member of the Marketing 
Committee, Edmonton Tourism. He was ap¬ 
pointed by the Premier of Alberta to the tribu¬ 
nal which helped to resolve the last nurses’ 
strike. 

Spelliscy attended Regina and Colorado 
Colleges, majoring in Business Administra¬ 
tion. 


Community responds to avert 
student housing crisis 


A serious housing crisis for UVic students has 
been averted thanks to a recent flow of new 
listings, but the problem will not go away until 
more units are built, according to Gavin 
Quiney, manager of Housing Services. 

As many as 2,000 students were still in need 
of housing in mid-August, while Housing Ser¬ 
vices had only about 350 listings at that time. 
Articles in local newspapers and spots on local 
radio stations resulted in the office being 
swamped with new listings, Quiney says. As a 
result, he believes that no students will be un¬ 
able to find a place to live this fall. Quiney ex¬ 
presses his gratitude to all the members of the 
community who have opened their houses to 
students. 

Everything is far from perfect, however. 
While all the students will be housed, many 
will not be able to find the type of accom¬ 
modation they desire. A majority of the list¬ 
ings that Housing Services receives are for 
rooms only or room and board. Quiney says 
that many students, especially in upper years, 
prefer to live in self-contained suites, or apart¬ 
ments Also, nearly 500 students are still on 
waiting lists for on-campus residences. 

Quiney also notes that while the problem 
seems to be under control this year, he expects 
it to get worse in the future unless more resi¬ 


dence rooms are built “There is an obvious 
need for us to have more on-campus accom¬ 
modation,” Quiney asserts. 

He says that one problem which is cited as a 
reason against building more residences is the 
ongoing costs of maintaining the structures 
during the summer months when students are 
not on campus. Quiney mentions the success 
of summer conference business to refute the 
argument. “In the McGill residence, which 
has all single rooms, for three months this 
summer we had two beds in all the rooms ev¬ 
ery day, trying to meet the demand for beds 
created by conferences. I have no doubt that if 
we built more rooms we could fill them in the 
summer months.” The rental revenue gener¬ 
ated by these rooms would offset the costs of 
maintaining the residences. 

Quiney recognizes that U Vic’s commitment 
to host the athletes for the 1994 Common¬ 
wealth Games will serve as further motivation 
to develop new housing units. He emphasizes, 
however, that there have been no concrete dis¬ 
cussions of when construction on those units 
will begin. The housing problem needs to be 
addressed. He hopes that funding can be ac¬ 
quired that will allow the university to begin 
addressing its housing problem shortly, rather 
than closer to the date of the Games.

Retiring sawcnuck 
gets accolades

Ted Sawchuck first came to the University of 
Victoria in 1970. He was an Assistant Pro¬ 
fessor in the Faculty of Education, specializ¬ 
ing in educational administration. It seems 
appropriate, then, that he moved into an ad¬ 
ministrative position with the university in 
1971. Sawchuck served as Director of General 
University Services from 1971 to 1975. He then * 
took on the position of Director of Student 
and Ancillary Services. That’s the job from 
which he will retire in October after 14 years of 
service. 

In his time as Director, Sawchuck guided 
Student and Ancillary Services in providing 
student and other services during a period of 
increasing enrolment at UVic. He has been re¬ 
sponsible for Athletics and Recreational Ser¬ 
vices, the Bookstore, Chaplains Services, 
Counselling Services, Food Services, Health 
Services, Housing and Conference Services, 
and Student Financial Aid Services. “I always 
hoped that we could keep services at pace with 
or ahead of enrolment,” says Sawchuck. 
“My only regret is that the housing situation 
did not keep pace with enrolment, but that 
was out of our hands.” 

Under Sawchuck, Student and Ancillary 
Services implemented several initiatives 
unique to UVic. An example is the work-study 
program that Sawchuck is particularly proud 
of. “UVic is a pioneer of the work-study pro¬ 
gram in B.C.,” says Sawchuck. “I always be¬ 
lieved a student who was both a student and a 
worker would gain a deep sense of loyalty to 
the university. As well, when students can get 
practical experience in their disciplines while 
studying, we produce better graduates.” 

Sawchuck says the growth of the UVic ath¬ 
letics program into a national power has been 
an important step forward in the university’s 
progress. “It creates a new profile for the uni¬ 
versity and respect from coast to coast,” he 
says. As well, Sawchuck has pursued many 
less well-known initiatives that have been im¬ 
portant to UVic. These include services for 
students with special needs, such as hand¬ 
icapped and foreign students. 

Sawchuck has also served on various 
campus committees, including the Student 
Employment Committee and 15 years as 
Chair of the Day Care Management Board. 
Lucille MacKay, UVic Day Care Co-ordina-

tor, says “Ted is a definite advocate for stu¬ 
dents with children and for staff working in 
the day care field. We couldn’t have asked for 
a better link to the university than Ted.” 

Lise-Lotte Loomer, President of the UVic 
Students’ Society and past V-P Services for 
the Society, describes Sawchuck as “someone 
who really understands the student perspec¬ 
tive and understands student concerns. I have 
a lot of respect for him in how he could strike 
the right balance between responding to stu¬ 
dent needs and working within budgetary re¬ 
straints.” 

UVic President Dr. Howard Petch says, 
“Ted’s work over the years has resulted in an 
improved campus life for all students, faculty 
and staff.” 

“This has been such an enjoyable place to 
work,” Sawchuck says, “because it is so 
youthful and vigorous. It would be hard to 
find a better working environment that 
UVic.” Upon retirement, Sawchuck hopes to 
play some golf and learn to “just say no” to 
the various volunteer groups that will want his 
time. “I want to keep active, but not that ac¬ 
tive.

Commonwealth fellowship offered

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Campus adopts safety policy 


After two years of development and consulta¬ 
tion, the UVic campus has a new Occupational 
Health and Safety policy. The policy, which was 
officially issued by UVic President Dr. Howard 
Petch on June 7, outlines a framework for the 
university’s committment to a safe working en¬ 
vironment for all members of the university 
community. 

Initial work on the policy was co-ordinated by 
Richard Piskor, UVic’s Occupational Health 
and Safety Officer, and involved a core group of 
senior university administration. This was fol¬ 
lowed by consultation throughout the campus. 
The policy affects all university employees, stu¬ 
dents and visitors. It has been accepted in princi¬ 
ple by all employee and student groups on 
campus. 

In announcing the policy, Petch said ongoing 
review of the policy will take place as the univer¬ 
sity community gains experience with it. It has 
been produced in brochure format for general 
distribution on campus. Each department has 
received enough copies for all staff, and copies 
are also available for students and campus visi¬ 
tors. 

In addition to a comprehensive policy state¬ 
ment, the bulk of the policy deals with specific 
roles and responsibilities. The policy states, 


“Safety is the responsibility of every member of 
the university community,” and then goes on to 
outline in detail the specific roles and respon¬ 
sibilities of faculty, staff, students, visitors, 
chairmen, managers, supervisors, deans, direc¬ 
tors, safety committees, and the Occupational 
Health and Safety Officer. 

The following is an excerpt from the policy. 
This general policy statement serves as an intro¬ 
duction to the document: 

The safety of all members of the University 
community, as well as visitors to the campus, is a 
major concern of the University. It is therefore 
the policy of the University to: 

1. protect the safety of all faculty, staff, students 
and visitors against work accidents and occupa¬ 
tional hazards; 

2. comply with all relevant statutes, regulations 
and standards of government agencies and other 
regulatory authorities representing Occupa¬ 
tional Health and Safety; 

3. give priority to safe working conditions and 
job safety practices in the planning, budgeting, 
direction and implementation of University ac¬ 
tivities; and 

4. formulate and carry out continuing effective 
safety programs appropriate to University oper¬ 
ations. 


Students concerned about 
implications of new tax 


The proposed new federal Goods and Services 
Tax has drawn criticism from UVic student 
leaders and student representatives from across 
Canada. 

Lise-Lotte Loomer, UVic Students’ Society 
(UVSS) President, says she is very concerned 
about the implications of the proposed tax. 
“The new tax includes non-credit courses and 
that would certainly affect the programs offered 
by University Extension,” she says. “Extension 
is a major part of this university and this tax 
could discourage those who want to participate 
in post-secondary education and be a part of 
UVic but can only study through Extension. 
That would be a real shame for the community 
because this is a public institution.” Last fall, 
3,400 people were registered in Extension non¬ 
credit courses. 

Loomer says she and the Students’ Society 
Board plan to continue analyzing the proposed 
Goods and Services Tax and find out more de¬ 
tails on how it could affect UVic students. “At 
this point,” she says, “the implications of the 
proposed tax are very serious.” 

Under the proposed tax, goods and services 
such as campus parking, non-credit courses, text 
books and school supplies, most on-campus 
meals, off-campus accommodation, and postal 
services would be taxable. Federal Finance Min¬ 
ister Michael Wilson has also indicated that ser¬ 
vices such as lab fees, computer fees, library 


fees, and students* society fees could also fall 
under the new tax. 

The Canadian Federation of Students Pacific 
Region held a news conference on campus Au¬ 
gust 25 to express concern about the proposed 
tax. This came during a CFS general meeting 
hosted by the UVSS August 23 - 27. Pam 
Frache, former UVSS President and current Pa¬ 
cific Region Chairperson for CFS, said at the 
news conference that the Goods and Services 
Tax is part of a larger assault on post-secondary 
education. She said “After five years of inten¬ 
sive work, students of this province have been 
able to win substantial gains in funding for post¬ 
secondary education in BC. With one stroke of 
the pen, Michael Wilson has wiped out all those 
gains.” 

CFS National Chairperson Jane Arnold also 
participated in the press conference, saying the 
proposed tax would hurt all Canadians inter¬ 
ested in post-secondary education and would 
cause more financial adversity for students 
across the country. She said, “This tax seems to 
provide a disincentive for people to become ac¬ 
tive in post-secondary education; to better them¬ 
selves. That is what education is all about, 
people bettering themselves and society.” Ar¬ 
nold said the main question for the federal gov¬ 
ernment to answer is, “Why set up a tax that 
attacks the education system which is so funda¬ 
mental to society?” 


Judicial veteran visits UVic 


Mr. Justice Roger Kerans of the Alberta Court 
of Appeal is currently at UVic, serving as the 
first Judge in Residence under the new National 
Judicial Study Leave Fellowship Program. 
UVic received the honour of being one of just 
two Canadian law schools to host a judge in the 
first year of the program. Kerans began his term 
with UVic’s Faculty of Law on July 1. He will be 
with the faculty until December 31. 

He began his judicial career in 1970 with an 


appointment to the District Court of Northern 
Alberta and in 1980 was appointed to Alberta’s 
Court of Appeal. He brings judicial experience 
to UVic that will help faculty and students dur¬ 
ing his time with the Faculty. Kerans will partici¬ 
pate in law classes and give lectures in the faculty 
seminar series. He will be sharing his knowledge 
on such issues as administrative, family, con¬ 
tract, tort, and constitutional law.

SUB staff picks a union 


Staff at UVic’s Students’ Society (UVSS) voted 
by a narrow margin on July 21 to join the United 
Steelworkers of America union. The decision, 
which follows earlier certification votes by Cine- 
centa Theatre projectionists and other Cine- 
centa staff, was decided by a margin of 15 votes 
in favour of the Steelworkers and 14 votes in fa¬ 
vour of CUPE Local 951. 

Included in the bargaining unit are all of the 
Students* Society’s non-management staff, ex¬ 
cept for the projectionists. University-employed 


janitorial staff in the SUB are members of 
CUPE. 

The first step toward unionization of the SUB 
took place late in 1988 when the four Cinecenta 
projectionists voted unanimously to join Local 
348 of the B.C. Projectionists’ Union. This was 
followed in June by another unanimous vote by 
the rest of Cinecenta’s staff to join the Steel¬ 
workers. 

No date has been announced for the start of 
negotiations toward a first contract. 
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Computing Services continues to upgrade its 
equipment to keep up with expanding use. The lat¬ 
est addition was an expansion in the number of 
ports available to users for gaining access to the 
mainframe. Eleven ports were added in January, 
and another 16 in April, bringing the current total to 
63 CMS Net/One ports. Computing says these ad¬ 
ditions should eliminate the dreaded “CMS busy” 
response some users have encountered during 
busy times such as telephone registration and 
course change periods. 

UVic faculty member Dr. Jim Cut! (Public Adminis¬ 
tration) was a member of a special three-person 
provincial government task force charged with con¬ 
ducting a review of British Columbia’s participation 
in the National Milk Marketing Plan. The task force 
conducted hearings around the province before 
recommending to the government that British Co¬ 
lumbia should remain in the national program rather 
than establishing its own marketing plan. 


The Office of Research Administration and the 
Business and Industry Development Centre moved 
into adjacent offices in the Campus Services Build¬ 
ing in late August. The entrance to the offices is on 
the Ring Road side of the building. Telephone num¬ 
bers remain the same as those currently in the 
campus directory while the new facsimile number is 
8960. 

Environments at Risk: Case Histories of Impact As¬ 
sessment, a book by UVic professor Dr. Derek 
Ellis (Biology) which describes impact assessment 
at many of the world’s major and less-known envi¬ 
ronmental catastrophes, will be released by 
Springer-Verlag of New York this November. Dr. 
Ellis has been involved in many environmental haz¬ 
ard cases over the past 20 years. Environments at 
Risk also deals with cases that illustrate ways of re¬ 
ducing environmental risks, and includes a final 
chapter which brings together the various issues 
discussed in the book as a guide for professional 
environmental assessors as well as for citizens 
concerned about specific cases. The book deals 
with Victoria’s sewage problems as well as other 
cases from around Canada and the world. These in¬ 
clude salmon at Hell’s Gate, the Island Copper 
Mine, pulp mills, and spills at Amoco Cadiz, Bhopal, 
and Chernobyl.

The material will be available for con¬ 
sultation at the reference desk in the McPherson Li¬ 
brary. 


Marjorie Martin (Social Work) was elected Presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Association of Schools of So¬ 
cial Work at the annual Learned Societies 
Conference in Quebec City in June. Martin was 
elected to a two-year term as president and is the 
first female president of the association in more 
than ten years. The Association is a national steer¬ 
ing body for Canadian schools of social work, set¬ 
ting national policies and objectives and 
establishing teaching and administrative standards. 

Dr. Sam Macey (English, Emeritus) has been elec¬ 
ted President of the International Society for the 
Study of Time for the term 1989-92. The Society, 
which has members in 33 countries and over 20 
disciplines, celebrates its first quarter century next 
year. Macey’s third book on the subject of time, 
The Dynamics or Progress: Time, Method and 
Measure, will be published in February of 1990. 
There is good news for law students looking for¬ 
ward to a term enrolled in UVic’s innovative Clinical 
Program. The program is conducted at Victoria’s 
downtown Law Centre, which has recently learned 
that computerization of its offices will proceed over 
the next three years. This is thanks to a $98,630 
grant from the Law Foundation of British Columbia. 
The Centre’s case-load of 8,000 clients per year 
generates a huge volume of information that will be 
managed by the new computer system. The Centre 
is presently equipped with only three word pro¬ 
cessors, none of which is compatible with the other 
two. Most UVic law students choose to spend four 
months working at the Law Centre for academic 
credit. The Centre is jointly supported by the uni¬ 
versity, the Legal Services Society, and the Law 
Foundation. 


The on-campus use of plastic money continues to 
expand. In addition to their advertised function, 
photo-copier debit cards can now be used for laser 
printing at the microcomputer facility in the Clear- 
ihue Building. The cards are available from Audio- 
Visual and Television Services in the basement of 
the McPherson Library in five and ten-dollar denom¬ 
inations. Laser printing costs 15 cents per page. 

Mr. Justice Roger Kerens of the Alberta Court of Ap¬ 
peal is currently at UVic, serving as the first Judge in 
Residence under the new National Judicial Study 
Leave Fellowship Program. UVic received the honour 
of being one of just two Canadian law schools to host a 
judge in the first year of the program. Kerans began his 
term with UVic’s Faculty of Law on July 1. He will be 
with the faculty until December 31. He began his judi¬ 
cial career in 1970 with an appointment to the District 
Court of Northern Alberta and in 1980 was appointed 
to Alberta’s Court of Appeal. He brings judicial experi¬ 
ence to UVic that will help faculty and students during 
his time with the Faculty. Kerans will participate in law 
classes and give lectures in the faculty seminar series. 
He wiN be sharing his knowledge on such issues as ad¬ 
ministrative, family, contract, tort, and constitutional 
law. 

Dr. John Jackson (Associate Vice-President, Re¬ 
search) has been appointed International Student 
Advisor for the university. Jackson has served for a 
number of years as International Liaison Officer 
dealing with foreign student issues, but this new 
post will deal directly with activities involving Chi¬ 
nese students at UVic. As International Student Ad¬ 
visor he will work directly with the Canadian Bureau 
for International Education. 



More than 150 broadcasters from across Canada, the United States and Central America gath¬ 
ered at UVic from Aug. 16 to 20 to participate in the ninth annual National Campus/Community 
Radio Conference. The host was CFUV-FM, UVic’s alternative radio station. The conference 
was the annual gathering of the 32 member stations of the National Campus/Community Radio 
Association, plus broadcast industry representatives, delegates from the Canadian Radio- 
Television Commission and guest speakers from across the country. They focussed on the 
theme “Moving Forward” to represent the strides the stations of the NCRA are making as inno¬ 
vators in electronic media, including broadening funding bases, increasing broadcast power 
and creating better quality programming as an alternative to mainstream media.
